Native Trees and Plants Also on Plata
to Be Presentsd by Palmetto State
to the New All-big-gun Battleship.
No Reference to the Civil War in
the Designs.

" which will be the second of American
all-big-gun batileships to be completed,
goes into commission a few months
hence she will receive from the state
of South Carolina one of the most elab-
orate silver services ever presented to
an American warship.

tol in Columbia by June 10, when the
contract for the manufacture of the
service will be awarded.

The government pur-
chased the theater for §500.000 and
has, in tern, resold it to the Centro
Gallego de la Habana for $550.000,

The beautiful Teatro Nacional stands
in the center of Havana's fashlonable
quarter, facing Parque Central, and for
seventy-five years the ald theater, still
in excellent condition, has fizured in
the many political changes that have
marked the history of Cuba since 1834

The theater was built by Francisco
Muarty, a noted Spanish bandit and
ter-
